Brethrkn,— Another  rovohitloli  of  the  wheel  of  time  has  bfotight  US  to  the 
close  of  imothor  uiiisonio  year,  and  I  feel  in  welcoming  you  to-day,  our  con- 
(:!ratitlations  cannot  be  too  forcibly  expressed,  that  our  lives  have  been  pre- 
served during  the  past  year,  ai  d  that  wc  have  again  been  permitted  to  meet 
tof»othor,  afl  the  representatives  of  the  craft  in  this  Province,  to  extend  to  each 
other  a  hearty  greeting  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  such  things  as  may  be 
brought  before  us,  for  the  benefit  of  the  craft,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

Although  during  the  past  your  our  Lodges  have  not  increased  their  num- 
hers  to  that  extent  which  would  have  been  most  pleasing  to  us,  yet  we  are 
assured  that  they  are  in  as  healthy  a  condition  as  tlie  uncertainty  of  the  times 
would  seem  to  justify.  We  have  every  reason  for  thinking  that  during  the 
past  year,  the  material  used  in  the  construction  of  our  Universal  Temple  has 
been  of  such  a  character  as  to  give  permanency,  as  well  as  increasing  signifi- 
cance to  the  illustrious  superstructure,  whilst  the  harmony  which  prevails 
throughout  the  jurisdiction,  would  seem  to  indicate  a  period  of  increasing 
prosperity  in  the  immediate  future.  The  prosperity  of  the  craft,  and  the 
universal  acceptation  and  practice  of  the  true  principles  upon  which  the  Order 
is  founded,  depends  not  so  much  on  the  rapidity  in  which  the  rude  block  is 
polished  and  brought  to  place,  regardless  of  the  quality  of  the  material  used, 
as  upon  li  perfect  inspection  of  every  spot  and  vein,  which  runs  through  the 
body  of  it,  and  a  perfect  knowledge  of  its  durability  and  suitable  adaptability 
to  the  functions  which  it  is  expected  to  perform,  without  defect  and  without 
blemish,  so  that  there  may  bo  no  delay  of  the  work  in  going  back  to  modify 
any  mistake  which  may  have  been  )nade  by   careless  and   unskillful  workmen, 
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and  no  puHiug  down  of  tbo  perfect  ashlars  to  remove  a  faulty  blook  in  the 
supcrBtructure.  The  good  and  wise  of  every  age  have  constantly  admonished 
the  Brethren  to  be  ever  watchful  and  guarded  in  the  choice  of  the  material  for 
our  masonic  edifice,  and  yet  it  sometimes  happens  that  the  work  of  masonry  is 
retarded.  Block  after  block  is  taken  down,  the  cement  which  gave  unitjr  and 
strength  to  the  walla  scattered,  and  confusion  for  the  time  being  takes  the 
place  of  harmonious  discipline,  to  repair  a  defect  which  the  trying  ordeals  of 
time  have  discovered  and  Drought  to  the  surface,  and  which  mar  the  beauty 
and  impair  the  usefulness  of  the  Temple .  It  is  proper  that  every  rude  and 
unfiniHhed  block,  every  defective  and  unsightly  stoiie,  should  be  carefully  dis- 
carded or  removed,  that  the  symmetry,  beauty  and  strength  of  the  Masouiu 
institution  may  be  preserved  to  the  remotest  ag  s  of  futurity.  The  founda- 
tions of  masonry  are  based  on  t}>e  firm  and  immutable  principles  of  truth  and 
justice;  and  in  the  Temple  are  iuculcutad  the  doctrine  of  pure  morality,  and  nil 
those  virtues  which,  if  properly  observed,  lead  to  happiness  in  this  life,  and 
secure  the  enjoyments  which  wu  are  led  to  believe  are  in  store  for  the  faithful 
in  that  other  world,  w  ither  wo  are  no  rapidly  approaching.  How  important 
it  is,  thou,  Brethren,  thiit  we  should  be  faithful  to  our  trust,  that  our  Spiritual 
Temple  should  be  erec^ted  in  accordance  with  the  perfect  foundation  upou 
which  it  rests,  that  our  successors  may  have  no  occasion  iu  criticising  the 
work,  to  undo  what  we  have  done,  or  be  put  to  the  trouble  removing  unworthy 
material,  which  through  our  neglect  may  have  found  a  placu  iu  the  Temple. 
How  important  it  is,  that  none  may  be  permitted  to  participate  iu  the  good 
work  we  are  engaged  in,  save  those  who  are  moral  and  upri{3[ht  before  God,  and 
of  good  repute  before  the  world .  Masonry  is  not  benefitted  by  accession  of 
numbers,  unless  they  possess  high  moral  character  and  intelligence,  and  are 
disposed  to  sacrifice  upou  'ts  shrine  all  motives  of  selfishness,  and  all  objects 
of  self  interest.  We  cannot  be  too  careful.  Brethren,  whom  we  allow  to  share 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  our  ancient  craft.

Invitations  were  extended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
and  received,  to  witness  the  dedication  ceremonies  of  their  new  Masonic  Tem- 
ple (which  was  dedicated  on  June  2nd,  1875)  it  is  a  raabter  of  regret  that  owing 
to  the  great  distance,  none  of  our  Brethren  conid  avail  themselves  of  the  fra- 
ternal invitation. 
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PBOGEEDIMOS  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 


FRATERNAL  RELATIONS  WITH  OTHER  GRAND  LODGES. 

The  friendly  interoonrse  with  this  Grand  Lodae  and  other  Grand  Bodies, 
continues  uninterrupted ;  the  same  harmony  which  ever  existed  between 
us,  still  prevails.  The  numerous  applications  for  recognition  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  would  appear  to  indicate  a  healthy  advancement  of  the  sublime  prin- 
eiplea  of  Freemasonry  throughout  the  world. 

OFPIOUL  VISITATION. 

During  the  past  year,  I,  (assisted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers)  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  visiting  the  ditfereut  Lodges  iu  Victoria,  and  vritnessed  the  con- 
ferrmg  of  thM  Third  Degree  of  Masonry  in  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  1.  No  degrees 
having  been  conferred  by  the  other  Lodges  during  our  visitation,  we  wbre 
deprived  of  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  the  manner  in  which  they  performed  their 
work,  but  were  much  gratified  by  the  proficiency  exhibited  by  the  several  offi- 
cers in  their  respective  stations.  In  consec[uence  of  the  great  distance  by 
which  we  are  separated  from  Lodges  in  outlying  districts,  we  were  unable  to 
visit  them.  I  however  appointed  proxies  to  visit  in  our  stead,  these  distant'' 
Lodges,  to  examine  their  books  and  work,  and  to  report  thereon.  So  far,  only 
one  has  been  reported, — which  report,  I  regret  to  buy  is  not,  in  some  particu- 
lars, as  favorable  as  it  should  have  been  ;  no  doubt,  lue  result  of  a  double  Bi- 
tual,  which  at  the  present  time  appears  to  be  unavoidable. 

MASONIC  HAT  L. 

The  same  necessity  alluded  to  by  the  B.'.W.*.  Fast  Grand  Master,  I.  W. 
10  n>  1,  for  a  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Victoria  still  exists,  but  this  matter 
having  been  referred  to  the  difterent  Lodges,  reliuvt^s  me  of  further  comment, 
but  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  this  great  object  may  yet  be  speedily  consummated. 

RITUAL. 

The  question  of  Bitual  was  also  referred  to  the  different  Lodges  of  this 
jurisdiction,  and  will  in  all  probability  require  your  earnest  consideration, 
when  reports  will  be  laid  before  you.  In  my  mind,  however,  the  disadvan- 
tages of  Double  Ritual  are  not  yet  sufficiently  understood  and  appreciated  by 
the  Brethren,  to  induce  them  to  make  the  necessary  sacrifice  on  either  side,  to 
Accomplish  so  desirable  an  object  as  that  of  unanimity  of  work  throughout  the 
jurisdiction. 

DISPENSATION. 

During  the  past  year,  but  two  dispensations  have  been  ^nted  ;  one  for 
the  funeral  of  Bro.  J.  H.  Sullivan,  the  other  to  appear  in  regalia  at  a  hail  given 
by  the  Brethren  of  Union  Lodge,  No.  9,  at  New  Westminster. 

It  is  a  pleasing  feature  in  this  connection  that  no  applications  have  been 
received  to  confer  degrees  at  irregular  times,  as  in  my  mind  such  a  custom  is 
not  iu  keeping  with  the  general  principles  of  the  Graft,  and  is  calculated  to 
destroy  the  object  sought  for,  by  limiting  a  desire  on  the  part  of  recipients  to 
obtain  that  knowledge  which  'is  so  essentially  necessary  to  their  advance- 
ment. 

Many  applications  have  been  received  during  the  past  year,  for  proceed- 
iuga  of  our  Grand  Lodge  from  its  formation  to  date,  which  have  all  been  for- 
warded. The  recommendation  of  Past  Grand  Master  Powell  for  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Grand  Lodge  Library,  has  been  complied  with.  Further  details  of 
which  with  other  matters,  will  be  found  in  the  very  able  report  of  our  V.'.W.'. 
and  energetic  Grand  Secretary. 

It  is  with  feelings  of  regret  that  we  are  compelled  to  notice  the  suspension 
of  Bro.  Brown,  ftrand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  *  odpe  of  Oregon.     The  faults  of 
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C  PBOOEEDINGS  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE. 

Brethren  are  at  nil  times  unpleasant  matters  to  notice,   and  more  especially 
when  connected  with  Brethren  occupying  high  and  responsible  positions. 

Another  source  of  regret  is,  that  the  M.'.W.*.  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland 
has  not  as  yet  been  pleased  to  recognize  our  Grand  Lodge.  I  trust,  however, 
that  thn  day  is  not  far  distant  when  cur  Venerable  Mother  Grand  Lodge  will 
break  the  long  silence,  which  has  been  her  peculiar  characteristic,  and  exteud 
to  us  cordial  and  fraternal  recognition. 

NEW  GRAND  LODGES. 

The  following  named  new  Grand  Lodges  have  applied  to  our  Grand  Lo(lf,'{> 
for  recognition  :  Dakota,  Manitoba,  and  Prince  Edward  Island.  I  wouM 
earnestly  recommend  that  this  snbjeot  \-  c  taken  into  immediate  consideration 
by  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  and  that  a  report  on  this  matter  may  Ik; 
considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  dnrinj;  its  present  session. 

It  is  with  unfeigned  pleasure  I  have  to  announce  an  event  in  connection 
with  the  histoi'y  of  Freomasonry  in  this  Province,  namely,  the  visitation  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Oregon,  Idaho,  and  Washington  Territory  ;  an  honor  thor- 
oughly nuexpucted,  and  most  heartily  appi  eciated,  and  one  which  I  sinceroly 
trust  is  the  beginning  of  a  series  of  reciprocal  Masonic  interchanges  of  Broth- 
erly recognition. 

The  By-laws  of  Ashlar  Lodge,  No.  3,  have  been  amended  to  read — '*  That 
their  reg\ilar  communication  will  bo  held  on  Saturday,  in  lieu  of  Wednesday," 
which  amendment  has  been  confirmed,  in  accordance  with  the  Constituticu  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

FEATERNiVL  DEAD. 

It  is  with  much  regret  and  sorrow  that  during  the  past  year  I  have  to 
notice  that  more  of  our  Brethren  have  been  called  away,  and  are  now  num- 
bered with  the  dead,  having  travelled  to  that  bourne  from  whence  they  will 
never  return.  Amongst  them  I  would  mention  the  name  of  our  late  Brother, 
Thos.  Buie  Harris,  Grand  Secretary  of  Canada,  We  deeply  sympathise  witli 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada,  having  only  last  year  been  stri'ikcn  by  the  loss  of 
its  Grand  Master.  We  would  also  ask  for  sympathy  in  having  lost  several 
members  of  our  own,  by  the  unfortunate  accident  occurring  to  the  steamship 
Pacific,  which  has  deprived  us  of  earnest  and  zealous  Masons.

Grand  Master  may  be  with  us,  and  prosper  all  our  andertAkings  in  the  future.

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  formation  of  a  (irand  L()(V.,'e 
library  has  been  carried  out,  and  hope  that  steps  may  be  taken  to  extend  tli" 
same  as  much  as  possilile,  for  the  general  wedfarv-  of  the  Craft  in  this  Proviiu' . 

Your  Committee  hope  that  our  venerable  Grand  Mother  of  Scotland  may, 
ere  long,  condescend  to  recognize  her  youngest  daughter,  following  iier  auijiist 
sister  of  England,  which  two  years  ago  graciously  recognized  ns. 

Your  Committee  concur  in  the  immediate  recognition  at  this  Session  of  lli' 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  newly  formed  (Jrand  Lodges  of  Wyoming,  Dakota,  Mani- 
toba, Indian  Territory,  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  if  the  Hoard  of  (it-mral 
Purposes  recoininei:d  the  same. 
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The  visitation  of  the  Graud  Lodges  of  Oregon.  Idaho,  and  Washington 
Territory,  to  this  Grand  Lodge  in  August  last,  is  a  subject  of  good  import  to 
tho  Craft,  and  yonr  Committee  concur  with  you  in  hoping  that  this  visit  may 
be  the  forerunner  of  an  anniial  series  of  Fraternal  Masonic  courtesies  with  our 
neighboring  Grand  Lodges.

Bird  Hai'ris,  and  also  this  (irand  Loilge;  through  the  untimely  death  of  several 
of  its  members  on  board  the  ill-fated  Pacific. 

In  conclusion,  yonr  Committee  concur  in  your  prognostication  that  Ma- 
sonry in  this  Province  will  materially  increase  in  the  near  future,  and  think  it 
11  matter  of  satisfaction  that  hjirmony  ivnd  Brotherly  love  has  prevailed  among 
the  Craft  during  tho  year  just  past,  which  we  think  is  in  a  great  measure  due 
to  the  ability  with  which  under  Providence,  you  have  managed  our  affairs.

Urmed,  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  connection  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  and  all  previous  existing  laws  con- 
flicting with  the  above,  were  also,  on  motion,  repealed. 


Alteration  of  the  By-laws  of  tho  Fund  of  Benevolence,  as  recommended  by 
the  Board  of  General  Purposes  t)f  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ma- 
sons of  British  Columbia;   li'i    i»t  «u  in«i  :  '}>i  I'.  1  .JiiJ  M  -j"^!       'f      ■.        :    L. 

1.  All  moneys  du(>,  and  all  funds  invested,  not  belonging  to  the  Fund  of  Ben- 
evolence, shall  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of 
(General  Puri)oses,  to  be  disposed  of  as  tho  said  Board  may  direct,  subject  to 
the  following  rules: 

2.  Kach  Lodge  in  British  Columbia  contributing  to  the  Fund  of  Benevo- 
lence shall  i)ay  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  annum,  for  each  member  on  the 
hooks  of  the  Lodge,  and  five  dollars  for  every  candidate  that  may  bo  raised, 
anil  two  dollars  for  every  affiliation  from  a  Lodge  not  within  tho  Province, 
which  moneys  shall  be  paid  half-yearly  to  the  (irand  Secretary;  and  the  Grand 
Secretary  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  (Jrand  Treasurer,  and  said  moneys  shall 
he  devoted  to  charity. 

3.  No  ]Mason  initiated  under  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Bi-it- 
ish  Columbia,  shall  r(^i!eivo  th(f  benefits  of  this  Fund,  unless  he  has  paid  the 
full  eonsiileration  fee,  and  been  registered  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
;nid  has  continued  a  contributing  member  to  this  fund  for  at  least  two  years, 
and  during  that  period  paid  his  dues  in  full,  and  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his  ap- 
jilication,  in  good  standing.  Tho  limitation  of  two  yearp,  howevoi,  shall  not 
apply  to  tho  eases  of  shipwreck,  or  loss  by  fire,  breaking  or  dislocation  of 
limbs,  or  other  nnnvoidiible  accidents  thnt  may  be  fully   attested  and   proved, 
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or  to  Brethren  initiated  prior  to  the  year  1870,  in  a  Lodge  contributing  to  this 
fnud,  and  who  has  continued  his  subscription  up  to  the  time  of  applicatiou  for 
moneys  from  said  fund. 

4.  Applications  for  relief  must  be  by  petition,  stating  name,  occupation, 
place  of  abode,  and  present  circuiustunces  of  the  Brother  requesting  relief;  the 
name  and  number  of  the  Lodge  in  which,  and  the  time  when  he  was  initiuted, 
and  of  the  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member  at  the  time  of  application.  Every 
petition  must  be  supported  by  resolution  of  the  Lodgp  of  which  the  Brother  is  u 
member,  signed  by  the  Master  and  Wardens;  and  in  no  case  shall  a  larger 
sum  than  $50  be  given  at  one  time. 

The  petition  shall  be  in  the  form  following;  "  We 
being  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  Lodge,  No.  dn 

hereby  certify  that  Bro.  has  been  a  regular  contvibutiiii^ 

member,  paying  the  stipulated  subsoriptiou  to  a  contiibntiug  Lodge,  for  the 
spiicu  of  years,  and  that  the  said  Brother  is  in  good  standing,  and  is  in 

need  of  a  lar^^er  amount  of  assistance  than  this  Lodge  is  able  to  afford.  We 
therefore  request  that  he,  being  eligible,  may  receive  from  the  Fund  of 
Benevolence,  the  sum  of  dollars.     Dated  at

5.  Widows  nail  Orphans  of  deceased  Uro.  Masons  who  would  have  been 
entitled  to  receive  assistance  from  this  Fund  at  the  time  of  their  death,  shnli 
be  entitled  to  receive  assistance  from  the  Fund  of  Benevolence.  Such  applita- 
tion.s  must  be  accompanied  by  the  certificate  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  to  the 
deceased  Brother,  or  satisfactory  proof  from  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a 
member. 

G.  Notwithstanding  anything  herein  contained,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Committee  hereinafter  mentioned,  in  cases  of  distress,  to  afford  relief  to  transient 
Brethren  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  provided  they  have  contributed  to  some 
Lodge  within  twelve  montns  prior  to  their  application,  and  are  not  under  sus- 
picion of  suspension  or  expulsion,  and  can  produce  proper  Vouchers.  Such 
relief  shall  not  exceed  $10  at  one  time.  But  in  no  case  shall  relief  be  given  to 
transient  Brethren  who  have  neglected  to  contribute  to  some  Lodge  within  the| 
above  period. 

7.  In  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  places  where  there  are  more  than  one  Lodf^e 
five  duly  appointed  Brethren  from  the  different  Lodges,  shall  form  a  committee 
,f  io  enquire  into  cases  of  distress  of  transient  Brethren,  and  to  relievt 
them,  and  of  such  committee  three  shall  form  a  quorum.  In  places 
where  there  is  but  one  Lodge,  all  such  matters  shall  be  attended  to  by  the 
Master  and  Wardens  of  the  Lodge;  but  in  all  such  cases  it  shall  be  the  duty  ol 
the  Grand  Treasurer  to  refuse  all  applications  that  may  be  irregular,  or  con 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Fund  of  Benevolence,  or  amend 
ments  thereto,  until  such  applications  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Genera 
Purposes  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  become  a  pensioner  on  the  Fund  of  Beuev 
lonce,  and  repeated  applications  from  the  same  parties  are  to  he  discouraged

Most  WoBSHiPFUii  Brotheb  ;  I  re'.pectfuli^  tender  you  the  following  re- 
port of  my  official  actions  as  your  lepresentative : 

Last  July  a  communication  was  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge  from  tho 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  inviting  this  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Brethren  of  this 
jurisdiction  to  join  them,  in  conjunction  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  VVashingto:. 
Territory  and  Idaho,  in  a  grand  Masonic  reunion  and  Festival  to  be  held  in 
the  city  of  Olympia,  W.T.,  on  tne  17th  of  August,  1875,  and  intimating  thoir 
intention  to  visit  Victoria. 

You  having  the  good  of  the  Order  at  heart,  and  wishing  to  extend  tlu 
hand  of  fellowship  to  our  Brethren  in  the  adjoining  States,  accepted  tluir 
cordial  invitation ;  but  thinking  it  necessary  to  stay  in  Victoria  to  receive 
our  visiting  Brethren  with  becoming  and  fraternal  honors,  deputed  me  as  your 
representative,  to  go  with  a  deputation  from  this  jurisdiction  to  Olympia,  in 
answer  to  the  invitation. 

Accordingly,  on  the  morning  of  the  17th  of  August,  myself,  with  R..  W.- 
Eli m  rison,  G.S.W.,  Bro.  P.  Hall.  Grand  Tvler,  and  Bros.  E.  Baker,  A.  A. 
Green,  p.nd  Frank  Richards,  left  Victoria  for  Olympia:  but  on  account  of  fog 
and  other  detentions,  did  not  reach  that  city  until  the  morning  of  the  18th, 
thereby  missing  the  reunion  of  the  17th. 

As  soon  as  it  was  known  to  the  Brethren  in  Olympiii,  that  we  ,vere  im 
board  the  steamer  Favorite,  'Jrand  Master  Hayden  and  Past  Grand  Mastir 
Rothschild,  of  Washington  Territory,  immediately  called  a  number  ot  the 
Grand  Lodge  Officers  together  as  a  Committee  of  Reception,  who  most  cor- 
di.-^Uy  and  fraternally  received  us.  After  our  reception  and  breakfast,  we  wt  r  • 
taken  in  carriages  about  two  miles,  to  a  grand  clam  bake,  which  was  held  in  ,1 
large  orchard  close  to  the  water's  edge,  Ri-d  to  which  (irand  Master  (^xigl-,  of 
Oregon,  and  most  of  the  Brethren,  had  gone  before  our  arrival. 

We  were  introduced  to  Grand  Master  Congle,  Governor  Ferris,  and  uanv 
other  distinguished  M-vrons  and  Brethren,  bv  the  Grand  Master  and  Gran4 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  Territory,  and  they  and  our  Ore^jon 
Brethren  received  and  welcomed  us  most  fraternally. 

We  were  given  the  seat  of  honor  at  the  festivites;  honors  were  given  to  tin 
Grand  Lodge  and  jurisdiction  of  British  Columbia,  to  which  I  had  the  hoiKu 
to  respond,  and  gave  in  your  name,  and  in  the  name  of  the  Brethren  of  Bntisli 
Columbia,  a  cordial  and  "fraternal  invitation  to  our  Brethren  there  ftssenildiMJ. 
to  visit  us  in  the  <^ity  of  Victoria,  and  to  rpcoive  from  us  sufh  (iospitality  nnd 
fraternal  welcome  as  time  and  circumstances  would  norriH.  The  invitat  on 
being  accepted  by  the  Grand  liodges.  some  hr.'idreds  of  tha  brethren,  J"t''  'ii 
the  evening,  embarked  with  us  on  board  the  steanivT"  North  Pai^iflc  and  Fhv- 
orite,  for  Victoria,  where  we  arrived  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  th<'  l!>tli 
August,  after  a  very  plenrsant  trip.

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I  have  also  tha  honor  to  report,  Most  Worshipful  Sir,  thut  on  the  1st  of 
Jiinuary,  I  visited  British  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  5,  and  installed  the  Worshipful 
Jliister  elect,  Bro.  (Jeorge  Thomson,  into  liP  Chair  of  King  Solomon,  who 
afterwards  installed  his  own  officers. 

I  also  visited,  on  the  3rd  January,  Victoria  Lodge,  No.  i,  and  installed  the 
Worshipful  Master  elect,  Bro.  W.  T.'Livock,  in  the  Chair  of  King  Solomon, 
uLo  also  afterwards  installed  his  own  officers. 

I  have  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  those  two  Lodges  are  in  a  very 
prosperous  and  harmonious  condition.     All  of  which  I  beg  to  submit.

At  five,  p.m  ,  the  Moaonic  Lodges  of  British   Coluinbiii   ftsserabled  in  full 

regalia  at  Masonic  Hall,  Government  street,  and  formed   in  procession,  headed 

by  Schaffer's  band,  pro.  ceded  to  the   wharf   to  receive   the   visiting   Brethrm 

who  had  cora^"  over  on  the   North   Pacific.     The   various   Lodges   i  epresentpfl 

•■'rf  then  arranged  in  the  following  order: 

idra,  No.  8;  British  Columbia.  No.  5;  Vancouver,  No.  2;  Victoria, 
No  cloyal  Arch  Chapter;  Visiting  Brethren;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Brit- 
ish C  ..umbia.    * 

In  this  order  the  procession  escorted  the  visitors  up  Yates  street,  aud 
along  Blanchard,  then  turning  to  the  right,  passed  down  Fort  street  to  I'bil- 
harmouic  Hall.

[ijatform,  the  guests  to  the  eight,     iirand  Master  Duck  then  said: 

Most  Worsiiipful  Sirs,  Most  '\Iob  ,hipful  Brothers  and  Brethebn:  The 

Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  and  the  Brethren  of  this  jurisdiction  extend 

I  to  you,  as  visitors  to  tiic  Masonic  fraternity  of  this  Province,  a  hearty  and  fra- 

tt'i'iial  welcome;  and  as  citizens  of  this  country  we   say  to  you,  to  your  wives 

and  daughters  and  others,  if  any  there  bo  of  your  company,  thrice  welcome  to 

lour  shores. 

It  has  never  been  my  good  fortune  to   visit  a  Lodge   beyond  the  limits  of 

hliis  jurisdiction,  and  but  once  beyond  the  limits  of  this  city,  or  to  converse 

I  with  a  brother  Mason  in  any  country  but  my  own.     My  experience  as  a  Mason 

kgau  here,  and  my  knowledge,  such  as  it  is,  of  the   Order,  has  been   obtained 

|[;omthe   Hri'thren  with   whom  I  have  been   surrounded,  and  to   whom  I  am 

indebted  for  the  position  I  now  occupy  and  eujoy.      Yet  I  know  that  there  are 

many  who  denounce  the  Order  for  all  that  is  low  and  mean,  and  as  emanating 

from  the  evil  one,  and  that  a  strong  effort  is  being  made  in   some  parts  of  the 

I  world  to  accomplish  its  entire  destruction.      I  know  that  not  every  member  of 

I  the  fraternity  practically  ackpcg^pledges  in  his  conduct  the  pure  principles  of 

I  the  Order — principles  tnat  have  been  exemplified  to  him  in  the  most  forcible 

I  manner,  in  all  the  ceremonies  of  the  various  degrees  through  which  he  must 

|of  necessity  have  passed. 

That  Freemasonry  has  languished  at  diflferout  times  in  the  long  period  of 
lits  history,  none  will  attempt  to  deny.  That  some  are  induced  to  join  our 
Irauks  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  wide-spread  popularity,  and  others  to  extend 
[their  business  rel'^^'.^ns,  and  gratify  a  morbid  curiosity,  we  frankly  admit.  But 
know  also  that  if  Miere  ever  existed  a  human  association  on  earth,  more 
[ilistinj^uished  than  ano. her  for  the  principles  and  practice  of  Brotherly  love, 
and  genuine  morality,  it  is  the  one  in  honor  of  which  we  have  assembled 
|tOL,"'ther  to-day.  But  these  are  matters  of  little  consequence  to  us  at  the  pres- 
fiit  time.  It  has  been  handed  down  to  us  in  its  present  form  by  oi»r  prede- 
iissors,  pure  and  unsullied,  from  generation  to  generation,  and  its  principles 
are  coeval  with  the  beginning,  since  they  consist  of  truth  and  justice,  attributes 
|of  the  great  first  cause,  the  Father  of  all,  our  Supreme  Grand  Master,  wliom 
rcv<  r(>nct!  and  serve. 

In  till'  e.uliest  ag'  s  of  the  world,  when  mankind  were  sunk  in  gross  dark- 
luess,  the  light  of  nur  mystic  iJrutherly  Covenant  si. one  inviting  with  its  benign 
r:iys  the  ignorant  to  approach,  that  they  might  be  instructed— and  the  vicious 
tliat  thi'y  might  be  reclaimed  from  their  enmity  and  strife.  In  all  ages,  and 
|i!o\vn  to  the  pi'esent  day,  the  same  benevolelit  spirit  has  been  the  badge  of 
nior  to  every  true  member  of  the  Craft.  Princes,  senators,  nobles,  philoso- 
Iphers,  the  pood  and  the  wise  of  all  ranks  and  classes  of  men,  forgetting  their 
pihility  anil  their  splendor,  have  sought  the  honor  of  membership  in  a  society 
plieio  a. I  are  considered  as  Brethren,  and  where  only  worth  and  benevolence 
tnfer  a  title  to  respect.  Nor  do  we  boast  only  of  a  society  long  famous  for 
K'  jninciples  on  which  it  is  founded.  The  annals  of  masonry  are  bright  with 
1,'alaxy  of  deeds  —deeds  of  the  purest  and  loftiest  philauthiopy.  We  could 
ill  YOU  of  captives  delivered,  and  exiles  restored,  the  oppressed  succored,  and 
he  i)fior  relieved,  by  the  Brotherly  love  of  Masonry.  And  we  would  remind 
run  that  its  spirit  is  unchanged,  that  its  fundamental  principles  have  descended 
(roni  the  earliost  ages  of  the  world,  and  that  they  are  sacred  and  perennial. 
he  great  objects  of  Masonry  are  to  spread  the  light  of  science  and  of  useful 
I  owledgc,  to  kindle  and  diffuse   the  How   of  sympathy   and  love,   and  to  pro- 
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mote  the  interests  of  sound  morality  and  pure  religion.  These  fire  some  of 
the  lessons  which  have  been  taught  to  us  by  eminent  and  distinguished  Masons 
of  the  past — men  whose  names  when  heard  seldom  fail  to  impress  our  minds 
with  noble  thoughts  and  aspirations;  men  whose  virtuous  lives  and  illustrious 
deeds  stand  prominently  before  us  as  beacon  lights  in  the  path  of  life,  to  guide 
us  onward  and  upward  to  an  entrance  through  that  portal  which  leads  to  ;i 
brighter  and  better  world.  Such  are  the  names  of  Washington,  Warren,  of 
Lafayette  and  a  host  of  others  of  all  countries,  to  say  nothing  of  the  innumer- 
able multitude  of  those  in  the  moi"Q  humble  sphere  of  life,  whose  na-ncs  niu 
seldom  heard  beyond  the  generation  of  their  own  day,  but  whose  moral  recti- 
tude and  praiseworthy  examples  reflect  a  benign  influence,  and  cast  a  ray  of 
light  that  shall  continiie  to  shine  through  the  unfolding  ages  of  the  future, 
until  all  mankind  shall  be  redeemed  from  the  death  of  sin  to  a  life  of  happi- 
ness that  shall  be  beautiful  and  everlasting. 

Ignorance  may  roar,  and  prejudice,  bigotry,  and  superstition  runrampunt, 
These  may  denounce  the  fair  f.ime  of  Masonry,  and  the  tyrant  hand  may  at- 
tempt to  ]in\\  down  and  destroy  the  fair  edifice,  but  a  Tempi's  whose  founda- 
tion stands  upon  the  rock  of  etornal  truth  and  justice,  shall  continue  to  sur- 
vive until  the  whole  human  family  shall  have  been  converted  to  the  great, 
glorious  principles  that  are  inculcated  within  its  sacred  walls. 

When  I  cast  a  glance  at  this  assembly,  and  behold  the  kind  and  intellec- 
tual faces  of  those  who  have  come  f'.om  a  distance  to  visit  and  do  us  honor,  I 
know  that  the  Order  still  liveth;  that  its  branches  which  spread  out  through 
every  civilized  country  of  the  world,  are  strong  and  vigorous,  and  that  its 
leaves  still  perform  their  natural  functions.  When  we  take  into  consideration 
the  intense  enmity  and  hatred  which  at  one  time  prevailed  between  the  people 
of  Great  Britain  and  those  of  her  colonies,  whose  descendants  we  are;  when 
we  think  of  the  hardships  endured,  the  miseries  inflicted,  the  pain  and  sorrow 
entailed,  and  the  noble  and  patriotic  sacrifice  of  life  and  property  during  tho 
Revolutionary  struggle,  which  culminated  a  hundred  years  ago  in  an  event 
that  has  since  proved  the  greatest  blessing  to  mankind  on  record — I  mean  the 
birth  of  a  young  nation,  and  the  advance  of  freedom;  when  wo  reflect  that 
during  that  fierce  war,  amidst  the  roar  of  cannon,  the  rattle  of  musketry,  and 
the  clash  of  steel;  in  the  depths  of  the  battle  field;  amidst  the  groaus  ami 
shrieks  of  the  dying  and  wounded,  noble  deeds  of  benevolence  and  mercy  were 
performed  in  the  name  of  Masonry — may  we  not  with  propriety  assume  that 
to  me  pure  and  holy  influences  of  the  Order,  we  are  greatly  indebted  for  thiit 
state  of  peace  and  tranquility,  that  feeling  of  friendship  and  good  understand- 
ing which  at  present  exists  between  Ihitain  and  America  ?  I  think  we  may. 
That  feeling  of  intense  enmity  and  hatred  which  at  one  time  existed  between 
the  two  nations  in  relation  to  each  other,  is  now  happily  buried  in  oblivion. 
Long  may  it  remain  so;  and  may  they  f  ontinue  to  work  forever  in  harmony 
together,  as  they  are   now  doing,   to  further  the  advancemt  lit  of  science,  and 

shorten  the  approach  to  that  period  of  life  when

event  as  one  in  the  Masonic  history  of  the  Province  that  will  long  be  remeni- 
bored  with  feelings  of  pride  and  satisfaction  V>y  the  Brethren  who  compose  this 
jurisdiction. 

Although  our*Lodge8  are  young,  and  not  numerically  strong,  and  notsvitli- 
standing  the  great  distance  which  intervenes  between  them,  ami  our  limited 
means  of  communication,  we  have  exerted  our  best  endeavors  to  provide  for 
you,  our  visiting  Brothers,  a  suitable  and  acceptable  entertainment;  and  wo 
trnst  that  whilst  you  are  sojourning  amongst  us,  you  will  exercise  that  freeiloiii 
of  thought,  of  action  and  expression,  which  we  know  is  the  peculiar  characti  i- 
istie  ^f  the  American  people,  and  the  distinctive  qualities  of  a  progressive  race: 
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so  that,  upon  your  return  to  your  respective  homes,  and  years  roll  by,  you  may 
still  retain  a  lively  recollection  of  tlio  Brethren  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  feel 
thit,  although  small  in  numbers,  we  are  not  wanting  in  that  feeling  of  friend- 
ship which  is  the  bond  of  union,  and  the  source  of  joy. 


SPEECHES  IN  RESPONSE. 

rirand  Master  Cnngle  rose  and  said:  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of 
British  Columbia  and  Brethren — I,  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  F^odge 
of  Oregon,  will  not  attempt  to  reply  to  the  very  eloquent  address  to 
whieh  we  have  just  listened,  and  will  simply  say  that  we  thank  you  from  our 
111  arts  for  the  reception  you  have  just  tendered  us.  It  is  true  we  are  citizens 
(if  two  distinct  nationalities,  but  as  Masons  we  are  one;  one  great  brotherhood, 
with  a  record  that  runs  back  into  remote  ages,  and  doctrines  that  will  stand 
tlirongh  all  time.  We  have  bp(;u  persecuted  aud  maligned,  it  is  true,  and  dur- 
ing almost  our  entir'!  existence,  wo  have  had  traducers,  but,  thank  God,  oar 
Order  has  lived  and  will  live,  strong  and  unshaken,  and  our  enemies  shall  not 
prevail  against  us.  It  rejoices  us  to  meet  yon  here,  and  I  am  sure  I  but  echo 
the  sentiment  of  every  Brother  in  whoso  name  I  speak,  when  I  express  the 
hope  that  this  reunion  will  bo  perpetuated  as  the  years  roll  on. 

Grand  Master  Hayden,  on  behalf  of  the  Lodges  of  Washington  Territory, 
also  briefly  acknowledged  the  reception  which  had  been  tendered. 

Grand  Orator  J.  N.  Dolph  (Oregon)  said:  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  and  Brethren — Fatigued  with  a  series  of 
festivities,  scareelj'  recovered  from  sea-sickness,  and  unexpectedly  called  upon 
to  take  part  in  the  exercises  of  this  occasion,  if  ray  work  shall  not  prove  good 
work  and  square  work,  I  can  only  ela  m  the  indulgence  of  the  Craft.  I  cannot 
but  feel  some  ernbarassment  after  the  eloquent  welcome  and  appropriate  re- 
marks whieh  have  preceded,  aud  from  the  consciousness  that  what  I  may  say 
must  snff'or  by  comparison  with  them .  I  feel  assured  that  the  fraternal  senti- 
ments whieh  h  ve  been  expressed  by  j'ou  are  fully  reciprocated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  Brethren  of  Oregon,  and  ot  the  other  visiting  jurisdictions. 

It  is  the  boast  of  Masonry  that  it  is  designed  for  all  peoples;  that  it  re- 
i;ards  not  the  distinctions  of  society,  and  is  not  circumscribed  by  national 
boundaries.  I  was  forcibly  reminded  of  this  claim  of  onr  institution  as  I  came 
into  this  hall  aud  saw  flontiuj;  from  it  your  national  banner.  That  banner, 
while  it  tells  of  n'ltional  greatness  unsurpassed  in  ancient  or  modern  times,  is 
-not,  to  me,  liki'  the  hanu  r  of  my  own  eonutry,  which  floats  over  the  office  of 
the  Amerioai!  consul,  an  legis  of  protection.  And  as  I  call  to  mind  the  fact 
that  I  stand  on  lUdtish  soil,  that  I  cannot  address  you  as  fellow  citizens,  and 
iis  I  have  list(»ned  to  your  fraternal  remarks,  the  associations  have  called  up 
events  of  the  past,  ^^y  mind  rev  rts  to  the  origin  of  my  own  country,  to  its 
s'^ttlement  by  English  ('(donists,  to  tlie  fact  that  less  than  one  hundred  years 
;ii^i).  tho  United  Staler  of  America  were  colonial  provinces  of  Great  Britain;  to 
the  causes  that  lelti;  our  separation;  onr  great  increase  in  wealth,  popula- 
tion and  power,  in  the  little  less  than  the  century  of  onr  existence  as  a  nation, 
iind  to  our  position  to-day  among  the  nations.  L  would  not,  by  these  allusions 
mil  up  memories  that  would  mar  the  pleasure  of  this  occasion  I  allude  sim- 
ply to  the  matters  of  history,  calculated  rather,  at  this  time,  to  bind  us  together 
in  closer  friendship  -a  friendship  which  the  long  continued  amicable  relations 
(if  our  respective  Governments,  and  the  peaceable  solution  of  international 
questions  between  them,  giv  )  promise  that  it  shall  be  enduring.  May  the 
iirai\d  Master  of  the  Universe  grant  that  it  may  so  prove,  and  may  no  diflfer- 
iiues  arise  between  peoitles  having  a  eonnnon  origin,  speaking  a  common 
language,  worshipping  the  same  God,  and  largely  governed  by  the  same  un- 
written law:  but  let  us  rather  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  each,  and  the  glory 
which  both  may  ( 1  dm  in   counnon.    As  an   American  citizen,  I  justly  feel 
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in'ond  that  my  country  sprnncr  from  so  preat  tind  glorions  a  country  as  Groat 
liritain:  as  subjects  of  Oreat  13ritain,  I  hope  you  have  just  cause  to  be  proiul 
of  the  greatness  and  glory  of  the  Amcriciin  Republic,  llut  wo  come  not  to  ynii 
to-day  as  Aiaoriuans.  If  wo  cannot  hail  you  us  fellow  citizens,  wo  greet  you 
by  a  more  familiar,  more  endearing  term,  ''Brethren."  We  come  to  you  as 
members  of  the  great  brotherhood  of  the  race.  The  mystic  ties  th.it  bind  ns 
together,  and  to  our  great  fraternity,  wheresoever  dispersed,  are  stronger  to 
unite  men,  than  all  the  differences  of  nationality,  of  religion  and  party  are  to 
drive  them  asunder. 

The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the  nations  shall  be  brought  into 
closer  relations  with  each  other,  when  a  larger  degree  of  international  comity 
shall  exist,  and  when  the  differences  that  necessarily  arise  between  nations, 
shall  in  the  main  be  settled  by  peaoeful  means,  instead  of  the  arbitrameut  of 
the  sword.  I  am  oven  sanguine  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  foretold  \>y 
prophecy,  when  the  "  nations  shall  learn  war  no  more."  Many  things  ar.' 
contributing  to  bring  about  this  clos'U'  relationship  of  nations,  this  more  inti- 
mate union  of  the  race.  The  groat  inventions  of  science  which  so  nearly  anni- 
hilate time  and  space,  that  the  transactions  of  one  part  of  the  world  are  known 
in  almost  every  other  portion  in  a  few  hours;  and  which  eualde  the  oitizens  of 
one  nation  to  visit  almost  any  other  nation  in  a  few  days,  or  at  most  weeks; 
the  rapid  increase  of  trade  and  commerce,  creating  mutual  dependencies  and 
mutual  interests;  the  spread  of  a  common  religion  embracing  so  many  of  tin; 
nations  of  the  earth,  the  diffusion  of  learning  among  the  masses,  and  the  u'l- 
vance  of  civilization,  are  each  helping  on  the  world's  progress  towards  the 
))romised  millenniunj. 

But  not  least  among  the  agencies  that  are  at  work  to  bring  about  tliis 
period  is  Masonry.  The  world  is  its  empire.  Its  mission  is  the  race.  Wher- 
ever civilization  extends,  there  it  goes,  to  lend  its  iuliuenco  in  favor  of  law  ami 
order,  and  of  ecjual  rights,  to  teach  the  great  lesson  of  universal  bvotherhiKjil. 
A  mighty  agency  to  bind  humanity  together,  and  eradicate  selfishness  from 
tho  human  lieurt. 

Wo  come  to  you  then,  to-day,  not  as  strangers,  but  as  children  of  a  com- 
mon father,  united  with  you  in  a  great  mission.  It  will  not  be  inappropriiitu 
on  this  occasion  to  allude  to  the  origin  of  Masonry  in  the  United  States.  Liki? 
our  language  and  the  principles  of  our  common  law,  we  no  doubt  receivtil 
the  institution  of  Masonry  from  the  mother  country.  The  authentic  histoiv 
of  Ma  vonry  in  Great  Britain  dates  far  back  into  the  Middle  Ages,  and  althonj,'!; 
the  origin  of  the  institution  may  be  traced  fur  back  into  antiquity,  nutil  it  is 
lost  in  the  confusion  of  tradition  and  fable,  the  student  of  Masonic  history 
turns  from  the  earlier  traditions,  and  loves  to  linger  upon  its  early  authentii' 
Idstory  in  England. 

^iay  the  empire  of  Masonry  long  hold   its  peaceful   sway,  and  its   sublinu 
)n-ineiples  sjjread  over  the  entire   earth,  to  hasten   on  the   linn:  when   out-  law 
shall  bind  all  nations,  and  that  law  be  the  law  of  universal  brotherhood.

The  Grand  Master  then  announced  that  a  ball  in  honor  of  the  reunion 
would  be  given  in  the  same  hall  in  the  evening.  After  which  the  audience  was 
dismissed  from  labor  to  refreshment  till  8:30  o'clock. 

During  the  interval  the  steamer  Favorite  arrived  with  about  forty  more 
Masons,  their  wives  and  farailies,  who  were  warmly  welcomed.  The  passa^-e 
of  the  proeession  through  the  streets  attracted  large  numbers.

The  ball  in  honor  of  the  visit  of  the  Masons  of  Oregon  and  Washington 
Territory  was  largely  attended— over  four  hundred  persons  being  present— :uul 
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was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  brilliant  ever  witnessed  in  the  Province, 
Dancing  was  maintained  with  great  spirit  until  an  early  hour  in  the  morn- 
ing. The  room  was  tastefully  decorated  with  the  flags  of  all  nations;  those 
of  America  and  Great  Britain  occupying  the  place  of  lienor.  While  it  was 
in  progress,  Bro.  M.  V.  Brown,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon,  was  called 
upon  by  Grand  Master  Hayden,  and  in  his  happiest  style  returned  thanks 
for  the  courtesies  that  had  been  extended  by  the  Brethren  of  British  Colum- 
bia to  their  visiting  Brethren  of  Oregon  and  Washington  Territory. 

During  the  evening,  the  lirethren  of  British  Columbia  assembled  in  the 
ball  and  gave  the  public  grand  hoiiors  to  their  Masonic  visitors;  an  hour  later 
the  Brethren  of  Oregon  and  Washington  Territory  returned  the  oorapliraent.

"If  you  will  only  come  over  to  the  Annual  i  onvocation  of  the  'irand  Lodge 
of  Washington  Territory,  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  September,  we  vill 
give  each  and  all  of  you  a  Masonic  welcome,  and  then  we  will  endeavor  to 
reciproeiite  the  kindness  yon  have  done  us  upon  this  occasion.     <iood  bye." 

R.  W.  S.  (i.  W.  E.  Harrison,  in  a  neat  speech,  returned  thanks  for  the 
kind  manner  in  wliich  the  deputation  from  Vic  oria  had  been  treated  at  Olym- 
pla,  and  said  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia  having  only  lately 
been  established  in  a  new  and  thinly  populated  country,  ha!  not  yet  had  a  full 
opportunity  to  develop  the  principles  of  Masonry;  but  he  felt  confident  thn.t  a 
bright  future  was  before  them,  and  they  would  soon  be  able  to  raise  a  super- 
structure worthy  of  thi>  Craft.  The  Brethren  of  British  Columbia  had  but  one 
desire,  which  was  to  do  good,  und  live  in  unison  with  the  Brethren  throughout 
the  universe  He  hoped  this  would  not  V)e  the  last  reunion  they  would  see, 
and  in  the  meantime  h"  would  say  good  bye,  and  'Jod  be  with  them. 

P.G.M.  Chadwick.  ^Oregon)  being  called  for,  spoke  as  follows:  I  do  not 
know  what  to  say.  Is  there  not  sonii'  gentleman  here  who  can  make  uu 
address  to  thes«  Brethren  ?  Is  there  not  a  lady  present  who  can  say  some- 
thing to  them?  Silence  is  golden,  and  ;  ou  do  not  want  me  on  this  occasion  to 
tarnish  it  with  silver,  lirethren,  this  is  a  golden  moment — one  that  we  realize 
beyond  any  expression  thut  I  am  aV)le  to  make  in  endeavoring  to  retUi  n  you 
thanks  for  the  kindness  you  have  clone  to  your  i{rethr(  n  from  the  opposite 
coast.  When  T  say  to  yon  that  some  of  the  Krethven  on  this  sto.imer,  whi  n 
they  have  made  the  round  trip,  will  have  travelled  over  a  thousand  miles  to 
visit  you.  and  not  one  of  them  from  Oregon  that  will  have  travelled  less  than 
five  hundred  miles,  I  will  bo  conveying  to  you  some  idea,  not  only  of  the  inter- 
est they  feel  in  Masonry,  but  of  the  pleasure  with  »\hich  they  looked  forward 
to  a  visit  to  this  Island.  G:  ographi<  al  lines  are  in  a  sense  being  wiped  oiit,  and 
the  nations  of  the  world  are  becoming  more  akin.  We  could  find  many  instances 
in  proof  of  this,  but  there  is  one,  recently  witnessed,  that  will  recur  to  us  all. 
Only  a  few  weeks  ago,  a  little  band  of  American  riflemen  went  across  the  At- 
antic  to  compete  with  English,  Scotch,  and  Irish  marksmen,  and  the  hospitality 
that  was  manifested  toward  them  in  Great  Britain  could  only  be  equalled  by  the 
Masonic  relation.  The  existence  of  such  a  feeling  destroys  the  animosities 
that  are  common  to  nationalities.  We  are  here  a  brotherhood,  unbroken  by 
1,'eographical  limits.  No  matter  where  we  go,  from  the  extreme  north  to  the 
extreme  south,  from  the  east  to  the  west,  it  is  our  pleasure  to  say,  in  the  name 
i>f  our  Masonic  mother — "  inv  Brother  "     Wo  have  manifested  on  this   occa- 
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sion  that  we  are  indeed  such  a  brotherhood — that  we  have  no  lines  between  us 
to  destroy  that  relation.  In  leaving  you  for  our  homes,  we  fell  that  we  must 
do  something  to  repay  you  for  this  kindness.  I  can  only  say  that  when  once 
we  get  you  over  to  Oregon,  if  we  cannot  do  anything  more,  we  can  kill  you 
with  kindness .  But  indeed  we  can  never  hope  to  rtipay  you  f oi  wnat  yon  have 
donfi  for  us.  We  go  home  to  tell  our  families  how  we  were  treated  in  Hritiali 
Colnmbin,  and  while  thanking  you  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon, 
let  me  Hay  that  we  shall  ever  gratefully  remember  the  reception  we  have  met 
with  at  your  hands.  You  will  hear  from  our  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  trust  you  will 
answer  us  as  promptly  as  we  have  answered  the  call  of  our  British  cousins  in 
the  great  Northwest. 

Cried  for  "  Nesmith,"  brought  Oregon's  ex-Senator  and  Representative  to 
the  side  of  the  vessel,  and  elicited  from  the  honorable  gentleman  the  following 
neat  remarks:  Neighbors  and  friends,  as  well  as  Brethren — (Jreatly  have  we 
beei\  delighted  with  your  hospitality,  and  the  manifestations  of  your  friendRhip 
toward  us.  And  why  should  we  not  be  neighborly  and  friendly?  TheaniraoH- 
ities  of  the  past  have  long  since  been  buried  out  of  sight,  and  I  trust  in  Gotl 
they  will  never  be  revived.  A  people  speaking  the  language  of  Shakespeare, 
Milton,  Locke  and  Bacou,  and  drawing  their  inspiration  of  liberty  from  the 
great  magna  charta  in  which  we  claim  an  equal  light  with  yourselves,  should 
never  be  divided.  I  trust  that  the  kindly  relations,  fraternal  and  neighborly, 
which  we  have  witnessed  and  experienced  on  this  occasion,  will  be  perpetuated. 
I  might  go  on  further,  and  say  that  I  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
trade  and  commerce  between  us  shall  be  us  free  and  untrammelled  as  our  pres- 
ent social  relationship 

Brother  F.  6.  Bichards  was  then  called  for  to  sing  the  parting  song,  "  Good 
Bye."  The  grand  honors  were  rendered  aud  reciprocated,  and  the  band  which 
accompanied  the  visitors  played  "God  Save  the  Queen,"  amidst  loud  cheers 
from  both  visitors  and  visited. 

The  boat  then  moved  off,   and  the  Victoria  band,  in  response  to  the  de- 
mands of  the  large  crowd  of  citizens  assembled,  played  "  Hull  Columbia,"  aud  j 
the  steamer  went  on  her  way,  all  parties  saluting  to  the  last.
